Paris, in which the foreign secretary

and carefully points out that the new I 
defensive alliance is not intended as 
a menace, but rather as a guarantee I 
of peace and prosperity in the far I 
East. in which all countries may par­ 
ticipate.

Governor Hanly 
Getting

French Lick Campaign. 
Indianapolis, Sept. 27.—T. Taggart, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, 
returned 
today 
from 
a 
week’s visit to New York. 
When he 
left here it was surmised that he was 
going to New York to testify In the 
Insurance 
investigation, 
as 
charges 
were mad* that the Democratic cam­ 
paign managers last year were not 
above soliciting funds from the big 
corporations, but he was not among 
the witnesses. 
He declared, however, 
that the Democratic committee author­ 
ized no one to solicit funds from the 
insurance companies or other big cor­ 
porations. 
While Taggart has been 
away there bas be*-n a lot of talk about 
closing up the casino at his French 
Lick resort, but no open steps have 
been taken thus far by Governor Han­ 
ly. 
It is understood, however, that 
the latter is getting his evidence ready 
and will submit it to Attorney General 
Miller within a few* days. 
The attor­ 
ney genera! was riot willing to discuss 
the matter today because it has not 
been formally presented to him. 


Morgan Caraway of Muskogee, I. T., 
formerly a member of the Indiana leg­ 
islature, called on Senator Beveridge 
today and discussed the question of 
statehood for Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma. 
He was a delegate to the 
statehood convention at Guthrie last 
summer, when a resolution favorable 
to joint statehood of Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory was adopted, but Car­ 
away is opposed to it. 
He informed 
Senator Beveridge, who is chairman 
of the senate committee which win 
deal principally with the matter, that 
the territories should not be merged 
into one state. 
He insisted that the 
liquor interests are strongly intrench­ 
ed in Oklahoma, but they are not in 
Indian Territory. 
He said, however, 
that many leading citizens of the ter­ 
ritory are afraid that joint statehood 
Would permit the sale of liquor among 
the Indians end therefore they are 
opposed to it. 


Th*1 anti-cigarette case in which VV. 
W. Lowry, a local attorney, is defen­ 
dant, h rn been appealed to the su­ 
preme c irt. 
Lowry was indicted by 
the grand jury for “keeping and own­ 
ing a cigarette in defiance of one of 
the “blu** laws” enacted at the recent 
session of the legislature, but It was 
shown in the trial that he bought the 
cigarettes I,Oho in a package, outside 
the state, and obtained thorn by mail. 
The court held that the law did not 
affect his case. 
The state immediate­ 
ly appealed. 
There are now two or 
three c a s e s pending to test the consti­ 
tutionality of the anti-cigar*1!te law 
which attracted such widespread no- 
tic** at the time it went into effect. 
Oral argument will probably be heard 
by the supreme court about th* first 
of November.
